LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Jan. 13 
(AP)—United Nations diplomats 
were cheered today by a report 
that Russia had decided not to 


vote against the new Korean 
cease-fire appeal which is ex- 
pected to be sent to Communist 
China. 

Informed quarters said Russia 
would decline to participate in 
the voting, scheduled for later in 
the day in the 60-nation Political 
Committee. Non-Communist 
sources said this would be highly 
significant in that it certainly 
would leave the way clear for 
Peiping to accept the cease-fire, 
if it desired. 

Most delegates previously had 
written off the chances of a truée. 
Peiping has spurned all previous

Far Better to Withdraw and ‘Keep Our Hands 
Free’ Concerning Question of 


Formosa, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (UP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, today 
branded as “complete appease- 
ment” this country’s acceptance 


of a proposed cease-fire order in 
Kofea. 

Taft told reporters it would be 
far better for the United States 
to withdraw and “keep our hands 
free” concerning the question of 
Formosa. 

The cease-fire proposal, ad- 
vanced by a United Nations truce 
committee, entailed withdrawal of 
all foreign troops from Korea and 
discussion with the Chin Com- 
munists on Far Eastern problems 
including their admittance to the 
U.N. and the future of Formosa. 
“It is complete appeasement of 
the Chinese Communists that we 
should be willing to sit down and 


discuss with them the status of 


Formosa and their admission into 
the Unted Nations,” Taft said. He 
pointed out that the Republic of 
China would not be represented 
at the conference table with Brit- 
ain, Russia and the United States, 
and the Chinese Reds. 

“I wouldn't consider yielding 
on either point,” Taft said refer- 
ring to the Chinese Reds’ bid “for 
U.N. membership and control of 
Formosa, now held by the Na- 
tionalists. “I would rather get 
out of Korea.”

GEN. EISENHOWER

Dwight D. Eisenhower arrived 
here from Oslo tonight on his 
tour of Atlantic Pact capitals in 
preparation for assuming com- 
mand of a Western European 
army.

If she does not, the 
estate is to be divided equally 
among their three children, Mimi, 
Edward and William. 

Shortly after the will was filed, 
Orval C. Sutter, public administra- 
tor of St. Louis county, asked for 
a probate court order appointing 
him administrator of the Medart 
estate. 

He said under terms of the will; 
Mrs. Medart was named executrix 
and, in the event of her death, ré- 
fusal or inability to serve, Wil- 
liam S. Medart Jr. would. become 
executor. Since Mrs. Medart is in 
Paris and William is attending 
school outside of Missouri, Sutter 
said, neither is qualified to serve 
as executor. The estate is “siz- 
able” and his appointment as ad- 
ministrator is necessary to con- 
serve the assets, Sutter said.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13 (AP) — A 
spectacular fire and explosion in 
an old riverfront building—view- 
ed on television, screens by mil- 


lions of persons—yesterday killed 
four firemen and injured four 
others. : 
The stubborn blaze—the build- 
ing still was smoldering today 
—caused damage estimated at 


$1,500,000. Fire officials, who 
earlier estimated loss at $500,000, 


revised their figures after con- 
ferring with several of the build- 
ing’s Occupants. 

Two firemen perished in the 
fire when an explosion blew out 
a huge section of one wall. An- 
other died a few hours later. The 
death toll rose to four early to- 
day when a fourth fireman died 
of injuries suffered in the blaze. 

Firemen fought the fire for 
more than five hours before get- 
ting it under control at 7:26 p.m. 

Largest Audience. 

The largest audience ever .to 

witness a fire saw them battle 


the flames, Included were an es-_ 


timated 5,000,000 persons in many 
parts of the nation who saw live 
telecasts on three networks. 

(Special telecasts of the fire 
were carried in St. Louis yester- 
day over KSD-TV, the Post-Dis- 
patch television station, which in- 
terrupted the Kate: Smith show 
twice to give viewers an oppor- 
tunity of watching firemen battle 
the flames.) 

Many thousands of spectators 
also watched as nearly 300 fire- 
men—on the ground and in boats 
—fought the stubborn blaze. They 
lined bridges and banks of the 
Chicago river. 7 

Smoke Seen for. Miles. 

Towering billows of smoke were 
visible for ‘several miles. Flames 
shot nearly 100 feet above the 
five-story office and warehouse 
building and darted out of its 
scores of windows. . 

Occupants of nearby buildings 
were evacuated, some because of 
the smeke and others as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

Smoke and water poured 
through the 60-mile network of 
tunnels under the downtown area. 
Smoke from the fire entered more 
than a score of Loop buildings 
which take air from the tunnels 
for ventilation. Blowers were 
used to clear out the smoke. 

Losses in the fire ranged: from 
20 singing canaries to thousands 
of dollars worth of special radio 
tubes made for the Government, 

Late last night fire officials 
said they were satisfied all occu- 
pants had escaped from the buiid- 

| 


ing. 
Five Extra Alarms. 

There were five extra alarms 
and three special calls. 

Sixty-eight pieces of equipment 
and two fireboats were summoned 
to battle the blaze in the 76-year- 
old brick and concrete structure. 
The building, at 320 North La 
Salle street at the edge of the 
Chicago river, housed offices, 
sales rooms and warehouse space 
of some 15.companies. 

The fire, discovered about 2 
p.m., apparently started in the 
basement or first floor. Flames 
spread quickly up elevator shafts 
and soon engulfed the entire 
structure. 

About 30 minutes after the fire 
started an explosion occurred on 
the fourth floor. The blast, ap- 
parently caused by 55 gallons of 
inflammable lacquer thinning 
fluid, blew out a section of wall 
about 100 feet long and up to 20 
feet high near the top of the 
building. 

Bricks and other debris tum- 
bled down on firemen, killing two 
of them immediately.

$250,000 IN CHOICE 
STAMP COLLECTORS’ 
ITEMS ARE STOLEN 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
The theft of $250,000 worth of 
stamp collectors’ items. was dis- 
closed yesterday by 70-year-old 
Dr. Clarence W. Brazer, outstand- 
ing philatelist. Detectives said Dr. 
Brazer’s office was entered over 
the weekend while he was on a 
Florida vacation. 

The thieves must have been ex- 
perts both in the field of burglary 
and philately, according to ac- 
counts by Dr. Brazer and police. 

The stolen items were “essays” 
and “proofs”—which form a high- 
ly specialized field among stamp 
experts. 

Essays are impressions of de- 
signs submitted for Use as post- 
age stamps by printers but not 
accepted. 

Proofs are impressions of ae- 
cepted designs printed in colors 
on various papers from which 
choices are made for regular 
stamp issues. 

Dr. Brazer, publisher of the 
Essay-Proof Journal, said he be- 
lieved the burglars were mem- 


bers of a prison stamp club who 


had seen advertisements of his 
stock in philatelic publications, 
perhaps in his own. 

The stolen stock was kept in a 
steel cabinet which detectives 
said “could have been opened with 
a can opener.” Dr. Brazer said 
the entire contents of the steel 
cabinet were insured to 90 per 
cent of their value. 


DEPUTY CITY MARSHAL FINED

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The Words of Diplomacy 


Two important issues of our relationship with 
Soviet Russia seem to be hung up oft a point 
of language. 

Washington officials are saying that the Soviet 
warning that Russia would not “tolerate” the 
rearmament of Western Germany may not be 
so blunt as it first appeared. What Moscow said 
was “ne budyet miritsya,” and this can be trans- 
lated as “will not reconcile itself to.” On this 
basis, some Washington opinion holds that the 
Russians do not necessarily intend a violent 
reaction to West German rearmament. 

From Moscow, meanwhile, The New York 
Times correspondent wigwags— evidently with 
censorial approval—the possibility that Washing- 
ton may have mistranslated the recent Soviet 
note on the question of four-power talks. The 
first translation, it. is pointed out, was made in 
Washington “early New Year’s morning,” and 
it gave the impression that Moscow had rejected 
a conference dealing with broader issues than 


the demilitarization of Germany. The Times cor- | 


respondent suggests, on the basis of “thoughtful 
study” of the text, that Russia may not really 
object to discussing broader issues, including 
the Far East, and that the. West can find out 
by proposing specific issues which it would like 


‘to. discuss. 


All of which leaves us with a dismayed feeling 
of uneasiness. Do the most vital decisions actu- 
ally turn on words and the interpretation of 
words? In the old days there used to be am- 
bassadors whose job it was to get behind the 
language of formal notes, and to fathom mean- 
ings. Have we no other sources of information 
about Russia than the propaganda-ladefl ob- 
scurities of its diplomatic communications? Is 
there no way of finding out what a note means 
except by speculating on the various possible 
translations? | 


Pleasing the Crowd 
Time was when the big idea in a football 
or basketball game was for a group of young 
Harvards to go down to New Haven to beat

Whether Peiping will accept the new terms, 
it is idle to speculate, about. While hoping 
against hope that acceptance will come, Ameri- 
cans can be satisfied that their Government has 
at last gone the limit in seeking a peaceful 
solution. 
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The Red Cross’ Job 


The American Red Cross has a job cut out 
for it. It not only must expand its blood col- 
lections to take care of Korean war casualties. 
It must expand its personal services to soldiers, 
sailors and airmen to take care of a much 
larger armed force. And it must shoulder an 
important part of the tremendous and tre- 
mendously important task of teaching millions 
of Americans what to do in the event of atomic 
attack. 

Facing its increased responsibilities squarely, 
the Red Cross cut out a job for itself when it 
decided to campaign for $1,126,000 from St. 
Louisans, an increase of 26 per cent over what 
was collected here last year. 

Whether the prospect of higher taxes will 
make the collection of this sum harder or easier 
remains to be seen. But it is certain that in 
the light of what the Red Cross must do, this 
goal is none too much. It is less than half the 
amount the organization raised here in 1945. 
This is one fund-raising campaign St. Louis 
ought to put over the top in a hurry after the 
drive begins March 1.

Electric company executive says only sound answer to color tele- 
vision problem is “compatible” system that- would offer no problem 
to present set owners; regards CBS color system as unsatisfactory; 
he predicts black-and-white programs will never be obsolete.

Manufacturers’ Association, in Coronet 


Last October, the Federal Communica- 
tions Commissiohf, which sets radio and 


television standards for the country, gave 


the go-ahead signal for TV broadcasts in 
color. The color system which the FCC 
approved is the one developed by the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System, 


The public reaction to the FCC ruling 
was one of deep worry and confusion. As 
a result, a lot of people have asked me 
about the future of television. 


I think I know the questions that are in 
the minds of the 10,000,000 present owners 
of TV sets—and I want to answer them by 
giving you the best judgment of the group 
I represent, the Radio-Television Manu- 
facturers’ Association. Among their 300 
members are the men best qualified to 
know the answers. 

First, will present black-and-white pro- 
grams continue? Second, what programs 
will you get in color? And third, would 
you be wise to purchase a black-and-white 
television set now? 

There are two primary reasons why we 
believe black-and-white programs will con- 
tinue to provide the best entertainment for 


years to come. One is our profound con- 


viction—(the FCC to the contrary not- 
withstanding )—that the right kind of color 
system simply fsn’t here yet. The second is 
a firm belief that black-and-white TV will 
never be obsolete, even when really good 
color has.been developed. 

As black-and-white receivers will always 


cost less, they will appeal to many persons. | 


Moreover, the advertisers who sponsor 
most of the best programs will never aban- 
don this mass audience in favor of a much 
smaller number of persons willing ta pay 
extra for color. . 

As far as color programs are concerned, 
CBS has promised it will broadcast 20 
hours of color a week, but most of these 
will be in fringe hours, when the average 
person is at work or asleep. 


The reason for the other broadcasters’ 
caution, of course, is that the minute any 
station puts on a CBS-type color program, 
that station loses its entire audience. 

Consequently, very few advertisers are 
likely to sponsor color broadcasts in com- 
mercially valuable evening time, until a 
substantial number of sets have been con- 
verted. Conversely, only a few televiewers 
are likely to buy adapters and converters 
until an appreciable number of good pfo- 
grams are broadcast in color. , 


That is the main reason why television 
manufacturers have been insisting, ever 
since the FCC’s hearing started in 1949, 
that no color system could prosper unless 
it were “compatible” with today’s black- 
and-white broadcasts. Right here I should 
define “compatibility,” about which you 
have heard so much. 


The CBS system is noneompatible; that 
is, existing sets cannot get any picture 
from a-CBS color broadcast unless the 
owner has purchased an adapter., A ‘“‘com- 
patible” color system, on the er hand, 
will provide black-and-white pictures just 
like today’s regylar broadcasts, and with- 
out any added cost to present set owners. 


There is only one sound answer to the 
color problem. That is a fully compatible 
system, which many of the industry’s sci- 
entists have been working on and are 
confident can be commercially developed 
in the near future. 

Such a system will offer no problem 
for the set owner, as he will be able to re- 
ceive all broadcasts in black and white, 
whether originating in color or not, and 
without any additional expenditure for new 
equipment. 

For these reasons, when friends ask me 
what they should do about color television, 
I tell them that the color system presently 
authorized by the FCC produces a picture 
in satisfactory color, but has definite 
limitations.

CHILE PANIST SOLOIST 
AT SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Claudio Arrau Featured in 
Program Devoted to Bach, 
Beethoven, Brahms. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

Claudio Arrau, the Chilean 
pianist and an established figure 
in the upper level of inter- 
national concert artists, collab- 
orated with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra yesterday after- 
noon at Kiel Auditorium in a 
concert devoted to Bach, Bee- 
thoven and Brahms. Arrau was 
soloist in the Beethoven G Major 
Concerto; the orchestra alone, 
under assistant conductor Harry 
Farbman played the Bach Toc- 
cata in D Minor, arranged by 
Alexander Tansman, and _ the 
Brahms C Minor Symphony. 

Arrau’s performance of ‘the 


Beethoven Concerto was power- 
ful in both a physical and psy- 
chological sense. His big tone 
and incisive delivery were ideal 
conduits for those phases of the 
music which had connotations of 
force, energy and boldness. But 
the G Major concerto has a com- 
plicated emotional variety in 
which tenderness and an aware- 
ness of great mysteries play im- 
portant parts. The. soloist didn’t 
seem fully to share these emo- 
tional attitudes. 

No one could justly say that 
his performance was deficient in 
feeling; but slowing the tempo 
for a more considered examina- 
tion of certain passages in the 
first movement could not make 
up for a general insensitivity of 
inflection. The andante, with its 
dialogue between piano and or- 
chestra, missed the point in two 
respects. The piano lacked deli- 
cacy; the orchastra wasn’t suffi- 
ciently rugged or impassioned. A 
vivacious, rhythmically energetic, 
and clearly articulated rondo 
brought the proceedings to a suc- 
cessful close and elicited a warm 
response from the audience. 

Though the audience obviously 
wished to hear more, the soloist 
properly and gracefully, declined 
to play an encore. The Symphony 
Society would be well advised if 
it made a general rule against 
encores. No matter how well 
played they are always anti-cli- 
maxes. 

Conductor Farbman and the 
orchestra gave a rousing per- 
formance of the Brahms Sym- 
phony; one that projected the 
music on a big scale and. showed 
off the superior discipline and 
cohesiveness of the orchestra in 
the -process. A little more breadth 
in the first statement of the chief 
theme in the finale would have 
exposed its lyrical beauty more 
clearly and would have provided 
a more striking contrast with its 
animated repetition. The move- 
ment as a whole went brilliantly; 
the horn call was touchingly 
beautiful, the trombone chorale 
had a texture and a sureness of 
enunciation that one seldom 
hears in other orchestras, the 
sweeping approach to the coda 
had a moving power and energy. 
The treatment of the first move- 
ment, which allowed for no dalli- 
ance with ritardandos.that the 
composer didn’t ask for, was ad- 
mirably forthright. 

The concert wHich was opened 
with muscular, clearly defined 
performance of the Bach-Tans- 
man Toccata, will be repeated to- 
night.

y EDNESDAY afternoon I vis- 
ited a model apartment in 
the Lexington Houses, a de- 

velopment being constructed un- 
der the auspices of the New York 
City Housing Authority. This 
group of apartment buildings is 
in Harlem and there will be no 
discrimination among the tenants. 
I understand that already people 
of many different races and 
creeds are occupying the apart- 
ments, 

My special interest in my visit 
was to see how the model apart- 
ment had been decorated and fur- 
nished by a group of 24 Hunter 
College home furnishing students, 
and they told me that the cost had 
been under $1800. 

The apartment consists of two 
bedrooms, a living room, a kitch- 
en plus a little extension as a din- 
ing room, and a bathroom. There 
also are two clothes closets off 
the hall and one linen closet. All 
of the rooms are of.good size and 
well ventilated. The color scheme 
is well thought out and restful as 
well as attractive. 

These modern apartments seem 
to provide a great deal for the 
rent. This one rented for $76 a 
month, and that includes refrig- 
erator, stove and television set. I 
saw no laundry facilities, but I 
suppose those were provided in 
the basement. 

The Hunter College _ girls 
seemed very happy over the work 
that was done and I think it is a 
very valuable experience in aca- 
demic training to carry out in 
practice something you have been 
taught in theory. 


IN THE EVENING I went out 
to speak at a forum in Wood- 
mere, Long Island, on the work of 
the United Nations. I was im- 
pressed by the very excellent 
questions tha: came from the 
floor. They showed a realiza- 
tion of the. fact that I sometimes 
fear is overlooked, namely, that 
in our struggle against Commu- 
nism and for peace we cannot go 
on the assumption that what hap- 
pens in our own country is not 
part of va struggle.
